Two thirds of the wcmen with breast can- 
cer will die of it because they fail to sec a doc- 
tor for early diagnosis. Col Charles Tucker, 
executive vice-president of the J American i Can- 
cer Society, told a gathering of Perry Countians. 

lMt Tucker, and W'.ndall Ford, State Chair-- 
man for the 1958 Crusade for Cancer, were 
principal speaker* at a meeting of the local 
American Cancer Society at the First Christian 

ChU Coi Tucke.r said 1.000 American women 
each week develop breast cancer. 

“One-third of these." he said, will be cur 
ed because they consulted their doctors. 

The remaining two-thirds, he continued, 
will die because they do not know that breast 
cancer can usually be cured when discovered 

m U Tucker said the threat of cancer is greater 
today than before because wo have a larger 

P ° PU He l noted that 450.000 new cases of cancer 
will be diagnosed in 1958 and 700.000 people 
will bo under treatment. 

Tucker said doctors now have the answer 
to breast and uterus cancer when diagnosed 
early, but warned that considerable research 
remains to be done on the nondurable types, 
including brain, lukcmia, Hodkins, and bone 



cancers. 

Tucker said: 

• We know the answers to cancer will come 

in our life time." . 

How soon, he continued,depend3 on fund 
being available for cancer research. 

"For lack of money." he continued, wo 
turn down more (research) projects than we 

PPr -’who know but that the project we reject 
may be, the ones with the answers." he said. 

Tucker said cancer is second only to ac 
cidents as the major killer of children under 
15 iting blood cancer as active among young- 
sters. He said the hope for a cure is slim when

All over the nation (ss well as right here 
at home) City Fathers with money to raise are 
chewing their fingernails and looking hopeful- 
ly to Washington — not for a handout, Just a let- 
up 

They would Uk*> to see the Congress pas* 
House Rills 8810. 8811 and 812, identical mea- 
sures designed to give the little investor the 
same break as the big one* in buying munici- 
pal bonds -and thus provide expanding mu- 
nicipalities that are hungry, even desperate, for 
improvements with a huge ne.w source of lend- 
ing-money! 

In his statement to the House Ways and 
Meat* committee urging passage of this legis- 
lation, Arthur I^evitt, New York State Comp- 
troller, said it would help ease the pressure 
that is forcing higher and higher municipal in- 
terest rates. 

Available only in largo denominations, usu- 
ally $1,000, municipal bonds are beyond the 
reach of the small investor. He might (and 
would) buy them in low-cost shares of regulat- 
ed Investment companies. Right now he can’t, 
though, .because in buying municipals this way, 
he’d be taxed on the income he received on 
his portion of a tax-exempt bond! In other 



words, under present regulations, a tax-exempt 
municipal bond Isn't tax-exempt unless you buy 
it all at once and own It directly! Thus lax ex- 
empt bonds arc fine for the big investor, but 
no bargiin for thr. little fellow And it’s all the 
little fellows who are needed to rescue our 
towns and cities from their borrowing difficul- 
ties. 

As other witnesses br.forc the House Ways 
and Means committee pointed out. regulated 
investment companies "have brought together 
the modest investible funds of more than one- 
and-a-half million investor Many of these would 
probably not othr.rwi.se own equity securities; 
their holdings are modest— $3,700 is the medi- 
an— yet in the aggregate they have brought 
more than $11 billion to the equity capital mar- 
kc-t." Backers of those three House Bills think 
that it is high time to let these people come 
into the municipal bond market without discrim- 
ination. 

And the City Fathers— as we said — are 
beginning to realize that without this collec- 
tively powerful support they may not get the 
new fire-engines, schools and sewers and street 
lights and waterworks and sidewalks and traf- 
fic signals they've got to have to serve their 
growing communities.

An Appeal To Close Down infamous Taverns 



Defense Attorney Scott Duff in his charge 
to the jury at the close of the Everett Couch 
trial last week made a suggestion which de- 
serves some thought by county and State of- 
ficials. 

In so many words, the attorney said taverns 
which have a reputation as trouble spots should 
be closed. 

The county sheriff has the authority to do 
this. So too with some red tape do the City and 
Sate Alcoholic Beverage Administrators. Tavern 
owners who permit brawling, fights, shootings 
and slaying*, have no place in the business 
scheme of Hazard or Perry County. 

A tavern owner can deny the sale of al- 
coholic beverages to his customers when he 
has reason to believe that the sale endangers 
others, or would create an athmosphere of 
trouble in or around his place of business. 



Surely the few cents profit on the sale of a 
beer doesn’t justify loss of life, maining, or 
wholesale rowdiness. 

Had more courage been demonstrated 
against the operators of two taverns in this 
county, the lives of two men would have been 
spared. A deputy sheriff was slain two years 
ago in the notorious tavern at Wooten; Madison 
Campbell, a truck driver, was the victim of the 
shooting at Ary. 

Both slayings were the indirect results of 
officials failing to close down infamous taverns. 

This paper would suggest that closer atten- 
tion be given to the manner in which tavern 
owners are conducting their business. Immedi- 
ate prosecution, is recommended for those 
operators who appear to have little or no con- 
trol over their customers. 



Slow Changes-Fast Cars-A Safety Measure 



Part of the price we pay for our system 
of government, with its division of authority 
between the states and the federal government, 
is the painfully slow process by which improve- 
ments can be put into nation-wide practice. 
Even though the advantages of a change are 
obvious, years often are needed to win public 
acceptance and arouse action by the legislatures 
and governors of all the states. 

How this time-lag operates is illustrated by 
a recent news item reporting that, starting in 
1958, North Dakota will become the seventh 
sate to issue reflective plates for automotive 
vehicles. This is a stop toward the reduction 
of after dark rear-end collisions — one of the 
most frequent types of traffic mishaps — that 
seems so simple and obvious that it is difficult 
to understand why all the states have not 
adopted it. 

Maine has been using reflective plates since 
1949. Since then they also have been adopted 
by Delaware, Louisiana, Wyoming, Minnesota, 
South Dakota and North Dakota. A number of 
other states, including New York, are conduct- 
ing tests that may lead to their adoption. 

Because such accidens often are caused 
by a car ramming from behind another vehicle 
that has poor warning lights, it is not surpris- 
ing that most rear-end collisions occur after 
dark. It is then that cars without lights or lights 



hat have failed are almost impossible to see 
and the numbw of rear end collisions increases. 

By surfacing license plates with a reflec- 
tive material that can be seen by an approach- 
ing car at 2000 feet, North Dakota is providing 
every vehicle with a built-in safety device that 
is especially valuable when rear lights are de- 
fective. A recent national check of more than 
1,677 vehicles showed that more than a fourth 
—26.6 percent — of all defects were in rear 
lights. 

Law enforcement officers find the reflec- 
tive plates helpful, too. License numbers are 
easier to spot and it is easier for them to read 
the plates of approaching cars at night. Thus, 
they say. they can check more stolen vehicle 
numbers. 

With their obvious value in enabling mo- 
torists to see a slow or stopped vehicle in timo 
to avoid a collision, why are they not used by 
more states? They can be produced readily by 
the samo state agencies making non-reflective 
plates, so the answer must be their slight ad- 
ditional cost — from 25c to 50c per set. That’s a 
small price for the saving of even a few lives 
and one that motorists will bo more than wil- 
ling to pay for the protection of themselves 
and their families. And they have saved lives in 
the seven roflective-Iicense-plate states.

When Gov. John Breathitt died in 1834, 
J James T. Morehead, the lieutenant governor, 
succeeded to the office, serving out the term 
j which expired in 1836. Governor Morehead is 
| unique in having been, perhaps, one of Ken- 
tucky’s • egg-headed’’ or intellectual governors, 
a sort of a 19th ceoitury Adlai Stevenson. 

During the first 12 years of his political 
life, Morehead’s reputation rested chiefly on a 
series of letters which appeared in Kentucky 
newspapers under various noms de phume. 
some of these letters were copied in a note- 
book in the governor's handwriting under the 
itle of "Mea Scripta,” a manuscript volume 
uow owned by the Kentucky Historical Society. 

Morcbead was past his 30th birthday when 
le won his first public office, a seat in the 
Rate House of Representatives. He served in 
he House from 1828 to 1831 and from 1837 to 
841. Although a National Republic, Morehead 
/as elected in 1823 to the second position in 
ttite government with a Democrat, Governor 
treathitt When Breathitt died, Morehead re- 
ilaced the governor without apparent qualms;

although in one of the letters in "Mea Scripta,’’ 
he condemned Governor Slaughter for succeed- 
ing to a office to which he had not been elected. 
Morehead served in the United States Senate 
from 1841 to 1847. 

Morehead was also the author of An Ad- 
drsss in Commemoration of ths First Settle- 
ment of Kentucky, which represents some origi- 
nal research on the history of Boonesborough, 
and a legal treatise, Practice in Civil Actions 
and Procedures at Law. 

As a speaker, he was eloquent and almost 
inevitably drew a large crowd. He was a manu- 
script and book collector, and, according to 
Lewis Collins, the eminent historian, Morehead’s 
library of Kentucky history was the largest in 
the State. 

Morehead was a man of strong convictions, 
standing chiefly for internal improvements, 
judicial reform, popular education, and coloniza- 
tion of Kentucky’s slaves. 

He practiced law in Covington, following 
retirement from politics in 1847. He died In 
that city in 1854 and was reintered in the fol- 
lowing year in the State burial ground in Frank- 
fort.
